is a fully developed 


female, while workers, 
are imperfect 


females, said to be without sect. 
They 


never meet a drone, yet in the absence 
of a queen 
they will lay eggs which 
produce nothing but drones. 
Yet they 


are produced from the same 
eggs that 


produce a queen. 
The difference being 


in the manner iv which they are rear- 
ed. 
When bet s decide to rear a queen 


they select a cell which they enlarge 
to two or three times its original size, 
building it long so that it protrudes 
from the comb Irom J inch to an inch,

Use plenty of smoke (a roll of cotton 
rags, rotten wood, or a dry stalk of the

face and rubber or leather

tablished in Massachusetts 
and I became

whelly unsatisfactory; 
I have since conclud- 
ed that it was a wonderfully

tive guess. 
The Board hud no power, or next 
to none. 
It was aimply an

which publicity could be secured;

alle u through which ihe 
scattered, 
diverg- 
ing, individually 
powerless 
rays of public 


opinion could be concentrated

any railroad corporation, and this, too, wlth- 
oui cost to the party bringing it. If necessa- 
ry they were to give public hearings, and, 
as 
the result thereof, they were to address 
such 
recommendations 
to the railroad 
companies 
as in their Judgment circumstances 
might re- 
quire. 
Flually, once each year, 
:he 
recom- 
mendations 
thus made, with 
the action 
of 


the corporation, 
thereon, were to be reported 


to the Legislature, 
which 
in this 
way 
re- 
served the power of dealing with ihe 
obdur- 


ate or unreasonable 
exclusively in its own 
hands. 
Thus 
the 
Commissioners 
were 
thrown back to a reliance 
on publicity 
und 
the support of public opinion, with tbe 
legis- 


lative power very much In the reserve. 
"After six years' trial in many ways, I am 
now prepared 
tosay that such 
a reliance 
Is
